Last  week  the  Springfield  Boars 
woro  in  tho  basement  with  thc  Bear¬ 
cats,  but  they  camo  to  Maryville  and 
after  thc  ensuing  conflict,  returned 
home  with  a  500  por  cent  standing  and 
the  Bearcat  pelt  tucked  away  under 
their  belt.

Wo  still  havo  two  more  Conference 
games,  and  with  the  team  Showing 
greater  improvement  all  the  time,  there 
is  a  good  chance  for  thc  Bearcats  to 
break  even.  The  "Warrensburg  Mules 
beat  the  Bears  20  to  0,  but  they  never 
could  have  won  from  thc  Bears  of  last 
week  by  tho  same  score.  Kirksvillo 
won  from  AVarrensburg  19  to  13  which 
shows  that  the  Mules  aren’t  invincible. 
Last  week  Kirksvillo  played  Emporia 
Teachers  at  Kansas  City  and  wero 
downed  16  to  13.
